The report states that no in- 
dividual shall have the right to 
usurp parental privileges. Women 
students who have their parents’ 
written consents to sign out for 
places other than home should be 
able to do so without having to 
additional consent from 











The report provides against un 
due punishments and lists the 
grounds for suspension from the 
university as academic failure and 
those offenses specifically enumer- 
ated in the handbook as grounds 
for suspension. 

The Student Senate is expected 
to revise the report and vote on it

there have been so many football deaths this year. 
One coach, who until the other day had remained silent, 
‘oat own John Chironna, @ oan dedicated towards providing 
ty for our players and winning ballgames, in that order, 
* While other people have been complaining about poor 
football equipment, Chironna has done something about it, 
Every boy goes through a rigid physical exam before being al- 
Jowed to practice for the first time. Each boy is given a mouth- 
ce, especially fitted to his mouth. Bach boy is given a tight. 
fitting helmet, for Chironna knows that many injuries are caus- 
ed by a loose one, which, when hit, rides the head back and 
causes severe neck injuries, Also, whenever possible, the single 
baron the helmets has been eliminated, These actually provided 
yery little protection, just around the region of the nose. The 
nent could easily reach around the bar and do damage to 
the mouth or eyes and forehead. Many of the boys on the Ram 
team are wearing @ partial face guard, which starts from the top 
of the helmet and comes down below the nose. The boys go 
through # series of exercises to strengthen the muscles in the 
peck, thus preventing further injuries than a muscle sprain or a 
inched nerve, Many of the boys are wearing rib guards instead 
ofthe old hip pads. Besides all of these precautions, there's noth- 
ing like ‘good old practice’, plenty of it, emphasizing fundament- 
ais including tackling, running and blocking correctly. 
Coach Chironna continued by adding that several things 
‘could be done. One sugestion was that each boy have two hel- 
mets, one for practice and another for the games. The practice 
helmet would be the game helmet from the previous year. 

On the topic of injuries, Coach Chironna stated, “Foot- 
pall is a contact sport, and no boy should be playing who is 
afraid of contact. The safety features we provide the boys with 
‘will stop many injuries, but there are some that just happen.”
